| Garrison was loudly applaud- 
ed by the group, mostly mem- 
bers of the Mid-City Demo- 
cratic Club, which met to hear 
| the DA's address. 

Garrison was first elected dis- 
trict attorney in March of 1962.

] elaborate on the federal gov- 
j ernmenf s efforts to remove 
[him from office because to do 
iso “would involve too much 
| speculation. 11 

PENETRATE OFFICE 
He said, however, that gov- 
ernment agents have penetrat- 
ed his office, secured copies of 
his files and have questioned 
witnesses in the Clay L. Shaw 
trial, in which Garrison accused 
retired businessman Shaw of 
conspiring to kill President 
John F. Kennedy in 1963. Shaw 
was acquitted March 1 of this 
[year, but still faces possible 
perjury charges ^ made by Gar- 
rison in conjunction with bis 
testimony in the Kennedy trial, 
i Garrison said he expects op- 
position, but did not name any 
possible opponents in the elec- 
tion. 

Asked if be thought the fa- 
mous Shaw trial would be an 
tssue in the election, the tall 
DA replied: 

“WeVe lost cases and we’ve 
won them. If they want to take 
a single case and make it an 
issue, they have the right to.” 

He added that has office has 
not lost a murder case in seven 
years. 

The DA said, “We’ve built

Despite the government’s e£ 
forts to “make a case against 
me in New Orleans,” Garrison 
said, “We’re not finished yet” 

He said his office is still try- 
ing to bring Shaw to trial again, 
this time on the perjury charge. 
He would not discuss the case 
further.

Garrison said be did not ex- 
pect to announce Ms candidacy 
so soon, but was prompted to 
because “the reception tonight 
was so warm, I bad to.” 

He said he had planned to 
announce during the summer 
that he will rim again. “It was 
just spontaneous because of the 
s warm reception.” 

Before his announcement, 
Garrison spoke briefly on the 
Shaw trial, for which he be-' 
: came known throughout the 
. world. 

At one point during his ad 
dress, a woman in the bacit 
of the small room shouted at 
Garrison, ‘You’re a phoney.” 
Bhe was booed by the crowd, 
"history will show that we 
were not wrong. Just he pa- 
tient,” he told the crowd, which 
cheered him throughout the ad- 
dress. 

“There was a conspiracy to 
kill John Kennedy and part of 
it was in New Orleans,” Garri- 
son said. 

The DA said his office “stum- 
bled” onto evidence of the 
conspiracy and attempted to 
/‘catch the government” at 
“lying” to the American pub- 
lic.

Garrison said, “I learned the, 
bard way that you can’t intro- 
duce a clandestine operation 
(the assassination) into an An- 
glo-Saxon court of law.”
